Report of Diploma Committe. 


The committee on common school 


diplomas met in Janesville on Novem- 
ber 24 and formulated the following 
report to be presented to the Rock 
County Teachers' Association which 
meets in Beloit next Friday: 


"That each teacher or principal of 


school shall certify to County. Super- 
intendent by February 1st, of each 
year the names of pupils in his school' 
who 'have completed the work as out- 
lined by the Manual_ for 
Common 


Schools. 


"That there shall be conducted' si- 


multaneously .throughout each superin- 
tendednt district at such points and at 
such time as the county superinten- 
dents deem expedient, examinations of 
two days' duration. 


"At each of these points disinterest- 


ed teachers shall be .selected whose 
duty it shall be to number the pupils 
and distribute questions and take up 
papers, designated by number only, 
and transmit the same together -with 
blanks containing names and numbers 
of pupils to the County Superintendent 
certifying that the examination has 
been honorably conducted. 


"There shall be appointed each year 


by each County Superintendent, a com- 
mittee of not less than three nor inore 
than five who shall be known as a 
County Board of Examiners whose du- 
ty it shall be to 'mark papers submit- 
ted to them by the county superinten- 
dent. 
;: 


"The standard of attainments shall 


be fixed by the County Superintendent 
ami the examining board. 


"The County Superintendent shall 


issue diplomas to such persons as are 
recommended to him by the examining 
board."

The difference between China and 
Japan is expressed emphatically in tbe 
•difference bet-n-een the women of the 
two nations. 
Physically these two 


oriental feminine types are as unlike as 
a German and a French woman, wliilt: 
mentally the line is to be drawn even 
more sharply. 


The Japanese woman is like a bird, 
«.!! brightness, life and motion. The 
•Chinese woman is like a well fed and 
'.lazy domestic cat, quiet and biddable 
•enough ordinarily,, but a fury when 
•roused. 


What the ignorant and unreasoning 


.hate and prejudice of a yellow woman 
.•are capable of is shown by the present. 
Lorror in China. It is largely the work 
•of one woman—the dowager empress. 


Polygamy, extremely uncommon in 


Japau. is one of. the time honored insti-

•tutions of China. The rich merchant 
.has two or three wives to show off his 
"wealth and .to raise up plenty of sons 
to worship him after he is dead. The 
ipoorer man, the farmer, boatman or 
.laborer, has several wives to help him 
jalong with his work. 


Like the Mormon's female stock, the 


lower class Chinaman's wives maintain 
themselves and are a source of in- 
•come besides. 
On the sampans, or 


freight lighters, which load and unload 
aship cargoes in the orient, the China- 
man's domestic system is seen In its 
Slory and full flower. The owner's 
'.family live upon the boat and know 
no other home. His mother works the 
steering oar and gives command to the 
-crew, who are his wives and daughters. 
-If the older spouses become feeble and 
•unable to shove their end of things he 
'.buys another, a young nud strong one, 
smd business is conducted as usual at 
the old stand. 1 have many a ti:ne seen 
the wives and children of a Chinese 
HDoatman sitting flat upon the cabin 
ii'oof of their boat dipping into one dish 
•of rice or lettuce or (ish entrails with 
-.their chopsticks and jabbering together 
umicably or otherwise. Sometimes it 
was plainly otherwise. 


Undoubtedly . the 
woman of the 


.•poorer classes in China is as oppressed 
*nd as badly treated as n human being 
•can be, yet there are ways in which 
:she gets even sometimes. I believe the 
•Chinese woman to be the most gifted 
scold in this universe, and that is say- 
3ug much, knowing what 1 do of thu 
feminine sex. 


Except as nurses, Chinese women do 


.not often go away from home to engage 
3u gainful occupations on their, own ac- 
count. 
Their husbands hire out as 


-chambermaids, cooks and washermen. 
The women stay nt home with the chil- 
dren and grow fat and loggy. A really 
ttin. active China woman I have rarely 
seen. 


One of my friends engaged a Chinese 


•mirse to make the voynge with her 
from Hongkong to London and to take 
care of her little daughter, a bright. 
Most attractive child of 14 months. 
The nurse was n short, lioavily bnllt. 
•dull faced specimen, attired lu her 
national costume of short gown and 
flowing trousers. She shirked her task 
frora the start, likewise at opium, 
rwiien there was a possible excuse for 
feeing seasick, the curse was invariably 
curled up in her bunk and inadame 
was obliged to look out for her own 
«hilci, with the assistance of the Japan- 
ese stewards and cabin men, who were 
really much better and kinder baby 
minders, though volunteers, than the 
Chinese woman who was paid for the 
task. 


I had, too, in her case a lesson in the 


skillful and efficacious use of woman's 
tears which I shall never forget. Tho 
Jap cabin boys wore? fond of the little 
-white girl and she liked theni well, 
•while she could not abide tho Chinese 
nurse. 
The nurse, on her part, for 


some reason seomed really to hate the 
"baby. 
The Jap stewards chicled her, 


perhaps roughly, for inefficient care ol 
.her charge. 


Thereupon she set up n howl that 


raised the ship. 
She wept most 


copiously„• wiping brr oyos upon the 
skirt of her short gown, 'sho ran from 
•one end of the strainer' to the- other 
detailing her grievances in "a shrill 
shrieking voice, sobbing vociferous!-. 
meantime, and the whole performnt)o'> 
•was a put up Job. 
The sobs won 


wootlen, tne tears meelianlcal, dropped 
to order from a regulation weeping 
machine somewhere back of her eyes. 
In brief/It-was buncombe, wholly bun- 
combe, and for stage effect only, as he 
who ran might read; yet it was dis- 
turbing and uuploasu.ut to all the pas- 
sengers and cabin crew of a large 
steamer. 


And when my mind's eye looked be- 


neath the surface and read lu this 
scene the average China woman's 
capacity for making matters uncom- 
fortable in' the domestic circle, my 
sympathetic nature was not altogether 
against the yellow husband who owns 
two or three such wives as this. 
Oa 


the whole, he "drees his weird." 


The i-ich Chinese, wife lives in a lui- 


ury equaled seldom even by white 
people. 
Many of the women of this 


class have attractive faces and are 
even somewhat accomplished accord- 
ing to western notions. However, the 
husband's mother Is, as usual, the 
"boss" of all the girls and women in 
the mixed up household, BO that even 
here occasionally a woman gets even 
and pays off upon others the indig- 
nities that have been showered on her- 
self for the crime of being born a 
\vomaD. 


Foot mutilation/is the greatest phys- 


ical wrong suffered by the rich woman. 
When, as sometimes happens, a west- 
ern woman is admitted to the acquaint- 
ance of a Chinese lady and calls oil her, 
the hostess politely attempts to rise 
from her seat and greet her white sis- 
ter, but it is only with cflfficulty that 
she can stand a moment. If she at- 
tempts to walk across the room, she 
wavers and totters like nn infant tak- 
ing its first steps and is liable to fall at 
any moment. She has really no feet, 
only pfi'iuful little stumps at the end of 
her ankles. 
Foot mutilation was no 


doubt instituted in the first instance to 
prevent Chinese wives from running 
awny from their husbands; then in 
time women came to glory in their de- 
formity. . 
. • . 


Even among the wealthy yellow peo- 


ple, however, polygamy is as much the 
proper style as the one wife system is 
with white persons. For many years 
one rich Chinese gentleman of Hong- 
kong resisted the multlmarried system. 
He had one wife, a beautiful and in- 
tellectual lady, to whom he was tender- 
ly attached, and he had Imbibed west- 
ern notions to some extent besides. 
But the beloved lady of his life had no 
children. 
She desired them for him 


more than he did for himself, and it 
was this first wife herself who urged 
on him year after year to marry again, 
that he might have posterity and be 
exalted among the gods after death. 


Finally he consented, and the first 


wife selected a second one for him, he 
obediently accepting her choice. Chil- 
dren wore born to the-second wife, 
and all lived happily ever after, though 
the first wife remained always the 
heart's beloved of the husband. 


What hope Is there for a nation 


where women's feet are mutilated and 
wives are bought and sold like bales of 
merchandise? 


As are the women of a nation so Is 


the nation itself. When we come to 
speak of the Japanese, we turn a 
brighter page. The best hope and guar- 
antee for the entire civilization of Ja- 
pan is the awakening of their bright, 
pretty little brown women. They adopt 
eagerly western ideas of the emanci- 
pation of women. 


Like tho men of their race, they are 


wonderfully, gifted mentally and are 
eagerly acquisitive of all knowledge. 
Many Jap girls are students in Amerl-

can colleges, particularly on the Pa- 
cific coast, and they learn with ex- 
traordinary quickness. Best of all, the 
men of Japan are not averse generally 
to the higher aud the professional edu- 
cation of women, and I have noticed 
that they are inclined to be proud of 
intellectual attainments in their wives 
and daughters. 


It Is true the lot of the Japanese fe- 


male of the lower class is hard and la- 
borious. She must share the roughest 
and heaviest work with the men of her 
family, though she does not, as in cer- 
tain countries of civilized Europe, do 
it all. 1 have seen little Jap women 
and girls no more than four feet high 
working as coal heavers, loading ships 
with fuel, along with men. Alas for 
human flesh and blood In the orient! 
They are cheaper than-steam and Iron.

What is the army .canteen, anyway 


and what relation does it sustain to 
the soldiers' home? 


It is a tin can holding about a quart ] 


of beer, and nothing else. 


This beer is served by the govern- 


ment at a trifle ahove cost amd is lim- 
ited in quantity. To do away with sa- 
loons, that were a constant menace to 
the homes, the government authorized 
the canteen,, and,as a result, drunk- 
enness:, that was so prevalent he- 
fore, has. practically disappeared. 


How long would it take a man who 


was accustomed to drinking beer to 
get 'drunk on a Quart? If he was a 
German 'he would grow fat on it, for 
it is his beverage, served on his table 
to his wife and children, the same as 
milk is served in the American home. 


How about the -canteen in the army? 


The 1900 officers referred to have dis- 
covered, and they are in position to 
know, that jt is a Godsend to the army. 


With our soldiers scattered over 


the south and far east, 
subject to 


hardship -and privation, drinking .all 
kinds of -water, and • breathing all 
sorts of malaria, the canteen has been 
a life/saver ?.nd a health promoter. 


Drinking Is -a social habit. The man 


•whd acquires an appetite for drink 
be he soldier or civilian, does it a 
the bar, treating and being treatec 
in turn. Men don't go off by themselves 
and get drunk for the love of drink 
unless they are confirmed inebriates 


A man in the army, possessed of or 


dinary common sense, and providec 
with a canteen of beer, will use it on 
forced marches, on picket.'duty; or in 
temporary fartincattons, in preferenc 
to the water of•. the swamp, or the 
tainted spring, and because of that 
fact it does not follow that he will 
come home.a drunkard. In fact it is 
more likely to prevent his coming 
home in a box. 


There is a great deal of nonsensical 


sentiment about-the temperance: ques- 
tion, but the army canteen caps the 
climax. The Gazette-"believes in tem- 
perance of the practical kind, but it 
does not endorse 
the fanatical ef- 


forts of a few women, who make a 
burlesque of the chief executive of the 
nation.

DISCUSS CALIBAN 


Speculations of the Normal Savage 


Mind 
Concerning; Diety 
and 


Creation Under Consideration. 


The Browning club held its regular 


meeting last evening in the Congrega- 
tional church parlors. 
The subject 


for study was Caliban on Setebos, or 
the speculations of the normal sav- 
age mind concerning deity and crea- 
tion. 
Browning reproduces the do- 


mestic environment used by Shakes- 
peare in the Tempest and reference 
is made to Prosner, Miranda 
and 


Ariel. 


The Browning Caliban has less of 


the inhuman and the demoniac than 
his Shakespearean namesake. 
He is 


not .attractive, evidently, in person or 
in character, but he is entitled to some 
respect on the score o£ kinship, as tie 
is,the remote ancestor of us all. 


The name 'Setebos is taken- from the 


devil worship of the Patagonians, this 
particular god being the chief. 
As 


Caliban lies comfortably on his stom- 
ach at the mouth of his cave he dis- 
courses with himself on the power and 
attributes of his god. 
As is the rule 


with the primitive savage his deity 
is anthropomorphic and has produced 
the visible universe to fill in an idle 
Hour partly, and partly out of spite. 


The savage does not hold him in 


high reverence, but is woefully in fear 
of him. He answers himself with 
very depreciatory remarks concerning 
Setebos, but as a storm develops he 
is sure that a bird has overheard Mm 
<vnd betrayed him and is stricken with 
fear and seeks to hide. 
The old story 


since the days of Eden. 
- Although the subject is rather re- 
pulsive Caliban is true t'o type, as 
ethnology teaches. 
He is unclean, 


but he is poetic, as the primitive sav- 
age commonly is. 
His mind is specu- 


lative and he is better than the god' 
he has created. 


The text was .handled entirely by 


Rev. R. C. Denison, who went over it 
line by line, explaining its obscurities. 
He pointed a parallel between Cali- 
ban's belief and the early, 
Greek 


mythology, which'W. S. Jeffris, on re- 
quest, elaborated. The subject for the 
next meeting- is Cleon, as like to Cali- 
ban as Hyperion to a satyr.

Shipping Subsidy lilli. 


' .'At 2:06 Senator Frye moved that the 
senate proceed to the consideration of 
the shipping subsidy bill. 
Senator 


tfones (Ark.) demanded a roll call on. 
.the taking up of the bill, he motion 
to take up the shipping subsidy bill 
carried, 38 to 20. 


Senator Frye (Me.) than took the 


•floor and made a speech ia favor of the 
bill. 


Merchant Marine la Weak. 


Mr. Frye, the sponsor of the bill, 


addressed the senate in explanation of 
It. His statement was elaborate and at 
times, eloquent. This great maritime 
nation, he said, was placed in a posi- 
tion humiliating beyond expression by 
the .present condition of our merchant 
marine. 
With a boundless seacoast, 


unparalleled and unapproachable nat- 
ural resources, ship-builders the equal 
of any in the world, the greatest ex- 
ports in the world and every other 
argument in our favor the United 
States had permitted its commercial 
rivals to seize the pathways of com- 
merce and hold them practically to the 
exclusion .of this country. Last year 
of all the enorous exports and imports 
of the United States only 9 per cent 
was carried in American bottoms and 
the United States paid to foreign na- 
tions (principally Great Britain and 
Germany) $500,000 a day for doing car- 
rying trade work for this country. He 
pointed out that during th? war with 
fipain the United States was forced to 
eearch. the seas over 
for 
auxiliary 


cruisers and transports because we had 
sacrificed our carrying ships. 


Seek Commerce In East. 


"The world,"-Mr. Frye declared, "has 


entered upon a fierce commercial war 
and it is to 'be a long and strenuous 
conflict. Each nation is seeking the 
advantage of its rivals in this conflict 
and is pressing forward to gain that 
advantage. Most of the foreign nations 
are looking for commercial advantages 
in the east. Russia, France, Great Brit- 
ain, Italy and!

Iithmlnu Cannl Commission Is Strongly 


in Its Fiivor. 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The_ report of 


the Isthmian canal commission, sub- 
mitted by the president to congress, 
today, gives as the unanimous conclu- 
sion of that 'body that "the most prac- 
ticable and feasible route for an isth- 
mian canal, under the control, man- 
agement andi ownership of the United 
States, is that'known aa the Nicaragua 
route." 


The commission estimates the cost 


of ,this route at $200,5-10,000. This esti- 
mate is much in excess of any hereto- 
fore made, and -is due to increased di- 
mensions and other features not here- 
tofore considered. The commission 
also estimates the cost of a canal by 
the Panama route at $142,342,579, ac- 
cording to one route, or $156,378,258, 
according to another route. 
As be- 


tween the' Nicaragua and Panama 
route the commission sums up a num- 
'ber of advantages favorable to the for- 
mer. 
It states also that under the 


concessions given by the Panama gov- 
ernment to the Panama Canal com- 
pany, that -government is not free to 
grant the necessary -rights to the 
United States except upon conditions 
made by the company.

Gaffe's 
Report on Finances 


Submitted. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 5.—Secre- 


tary of the Treasury Lyman J. \Gage 
submitted to congress his annual re- 
port. The report shows that the rev- 
enues of the . government 
from all 


sources for the year entled June 30, 
1900, were $669,595,431.18. 
The prin- 


cipal items in this total are from in- 
ternal revenue, $295,327,926.76; 
from 


customs, $233,164,871.16, an'rl from the 
postal service, ?102,354,579.29. 


Expenditures for the same period 


aggregated ?590,068,371,incliuding ?140,- 
877,316 for pensions, $134,774,767.78 for 
the military establishment, including 
rivers and harbors, forts, arsenals, sea- 
coast defenses and the war in the 
Philippines; $55,953,077.72 for naval 
establishment, and $98,542,411.37 for 
the civil establishment. Interest on 
public debt was $40,160,333.27. 
This 


leaves a surplus o£ $79,527,060.18. 


Comparison of the state of the treas- 


ury shows an increase ot $24,887,093.39 
in the available cash balance, exclu- 
sive of the reserve of $150,000,000 for 
the year. 
The cash actually in the 


vaults of the treasury, as distinguish- 
ed from the deposits in banks 
and 


other assets not consisting of money, 
increased, by $6,621,398.14. 
The most 


notable increase was in the smaller 
denominations 
of 
paper 
currency, 


which are in demand for moving the 
crops. Of these, the treasury held $14,'- 
062,172 more than last_ year. The ex- 
cess of assets- over ciu'rent liabilities 
was, on June 30, $49,723,017.60 in 1899, 
and $50,327,501.76 in 1900. 
. Secretary Gage reports' a saving of 
$7,000,000 annually in interest under 
the bond refunding provision of the 
money act. The total amount refund- 
ed was $352,083,450. The bonds out- 
standing Nov. 15, 1900, admitted to 
the privilege of refunding were $487,- 
066,490. 
»' 


The coinage executed during the fis- 


cal year was: Gold, $107,937,110; sil- 
ver dollars, $18,244,984; subsidiary sil- 
ver, $12,876,849.15; minor,$2,243.017.21; 
total, $141,301,960.36. This was exclu- 
sive of 50,000 Lafayette souvenir sil- 
ver •dollars. 


Secretary Gage reports that under 


the operation of the new monetary act 
gold is flowing into the treasury and 
not away from it. At the time of this 
report the gold reserve in the treasury 
was $242,000,000, the largest in its his- 
tory.

He^is, however, left in com- 
mand of his troops, but is ordered to 
take them iback to the province of 
Kansu. It is stated here that this is 
only the'first 'step against him tiy the 
Dowager Empress, and that he will re- 
ceive full .punishment after the treaty" 
of peace is signed. The negotiations 
at Pekin opened on Sunday as the re- 
sult of an agreement 'between the Chi- 
nese plenipotentiaries and the foreign 
ministers that the punishment of the 
guilty officials should not 'be first re- 
quired, but that the deman-di for their 
punishment should be made a clause 
of the note to be presented to the Chi- 
nese envoys. There is no ground for 
the- statement that is current toere to 
the effect that the court will soon re- 
turn to Pekin from 'Singan Fu. Sheng, 
director of railways and telegraphs, 
says that the court will only return 
after the peace treaty is signed and the 
foreign troops are withdrawn . from 
Pekin and Tientsin.

Detroit, Mich., Dee. 5.—Yesterday 


morning General Will U White, ex- 
quartermaster general o£ the Michigan 
National guard, entered Jackson pris- 
on to serve, as was supposed, a sen- 
tence OS. ten yearsnfor defrauding the 
state of $43,000 in' the famous military 
board steal. He donned the stripes, 
was assigned to the prison tailor shop 
and became known as No. 7,482. Last 
night Governor Hazen 
S. Pingree 


signed a conditional pardon. General 
Arthur" F. Marsh, ex-inspector general 
of Allegon, who was convicted of the 
same offense and whose petition for a 
new trial is pending in the supreme 
court, was also conditionally pardoned. 
By the pardons each man is fined $5,000 
.and each is given five years in which 
to pay the fine. One thousand dollars 
per annum must be paid to -the state, 
the first payment to be made July 1 
next. 
Marsh--has not been sentenced, 


and there is some question among at- 
torneys whether a pardon can be 
granted to him before he has entered 
iifion his term of imprisonment. 


Appeal* Made to Governor. 


Gov. Pingree made announcement of 


his intention at 10 o'clock last night. 
Both 
General 
White 
and General 


Marsh addressed petitions to the gov- 
ernor asking executive clemency. In 
his appeal General Marsh asserted that 
he was convicted on the evidence of 
self-confessed perjurers and laid stress 
upon the fa,- • that the court denied a 
continuance of th'e case asked for by 
: his attorney when his principal witness 


was sick and unable to be present. 
General Marsh asserted that he was 
forced to trial when he was wholly un- 
prepared to meet the charges preferred 
against him. General White in his pe- 
tition asserted that it was the Hen- 
derson-Ames company of Kalamazoo, a 
military supply firm, which conceived 
the fraudulent transaction, and per- 
suaded him into entering the scheme. 
He said the Kalamazoo company as- 
sured him. when he entered the deal 
•which--involved the sale of a quantity 
of the state's military clothing to a 
fictitious company organized by the 
Henderson-Ames company and its re- 
purchase at four times the sale price, 
that it was perfectly legal. When he 
became convinced that the deal was 
illegal, White declared he wanted to 
go to the governor and explain it to 
him, but the Kalamazoo company as- 
sured him its standing would preclude 
any investigation being made, and in 
the evsnt of one being made they 
•would wholly protect him. White thei\ 
laid stress on the fact that none of 
the members of the Henderson-Ames 
company have been indicted for their 
part in the transaction. The general 
declared that he believed, from what 
ie had learned of the treatment of the 
transaction by the officials at Lansing, 
where he was tried and convicted, that 
lie cannot hope for fair treatment at 
their hands, and therefore a-sked for 
executive clemency.

the Henderson-Ames company, a cor- 
poration composed of- prominent and 
influential citizens of Kalamazoo, to

•was, according to his testimony, active 
in engineering the fraud. The circuit 
judge and the prosecuting attorney of 
Ingham county, who had control of the 
proceedings before the grand jury, 
made no effort to have the grand jury 
"bring all the guilty parties to justice, 
but permitted the seven members of 
the 
Henderson-Ames company and 


their agent Bickerstaff to go free. This 
ineffectual and one-sided kind of jus- 
tice is not consistent with my ideas of 
right and wrong, and has had great 
weight in determining my action in 
these cases. \Restitution 
has been 


made to the state by the Henderson- 
Ames company and Marsh and White, 
and the amount which the state lost 
by the original transaction has .been 
returned with interest.

same footing, and I therefore grant 
William L. White and Arthur P. Ma-rsh 
a pardon upon their paying into the 
treasury of Ingham 
county ?5,000 
each."
